Tanks, Troops, 2 5 ,0 0 0 
Riot Police Converge On 
Paris To Balk Overthrow

PARIS 'AP* — French arm y 
tan k s converged on P aris today 
to forestall any attem pt by the 
right-wing Secret Army to over­ 
throw President Charles de Gaulle 
a* report* of an imminent peace 
pact for Algeria persisted.

two squadrons totaling 32 tanks 
moved on the capital to give a r­ 
m ored support to 25,000 riot police 
alerted against the threat of an 
uprising by the rightist 
under­ 
ground. 
De Gaulle will address the na­ 
tion by radio and television Mon­ 
day night in what shaped up as 
a crucial statem ent on the long 
secret negotiations with the Alge­ 
rian Nationalist Liberation Front 
to end the seven-year rebellion. 
D EA L WITH REBELS 
French public opinion was be­ 
ing prepared for a deal with the 
rebels to carry out De G aulle's 
policy of putting Algeria on the 
path to independence.

Argentina in the go-slow bloc at 
fhe inter-Am erican conference at 
Punta del Esto, Uruguay.

and gave the im pression that the 
government had won a breathing 
spell. 
He indicated he was not plan­ 
ning to resign and told newsm en 
that the service secretaries "lis­ 
tened to me with ineredu ' pa­ 
tience" when he explained Hie Ar­ 
gentine stand. 
Argentina joined Brazil, Chile, 
Mexico, Ecuador and Bolivia in

of Cuba from OAS councils—on 
the grounds that the OAS charter 
contains no legal prov ision for ex­ 
pulsion of a m em ber.

VICTORY IS OURS 
An English officer once made 
a dangerous journey into Tibet 
on a vital mission for his govern­ 
ment. He accomplished the task 
with such calmness and assur 
anre that someone asked him the 
secret of his fearlessness He re 
plied, “ It is twofold; I had been 
sent by an authority for a definite 
purpose, and if I get into a tight 
place. 
I 
have the 
government 
behind me which would use all 
its resources to see m e t hrough ” 
How much like this were the 
early 
Christians as 
they 
went 
about the mission of the Church! 
They. too. went forth on a danger­ 
ous enterprise, ami yet they im­ 
pressed their contemporaries with 
their courage and 
their assur­ 
ance. 
Their eager and 
faithful 
fearlessness 
was 
nothing 
less 
than a miracle, and it so im­ 
pressed the Roman world that K 
took every effort to stamp out 
the ‘‘followers of the Way.” But 
in spite of such persecution and 
death, the Church was able to 
withstand. 
FOUR 
FACTORS 
Why 
were 
the 
followers 
of 
Jesus Christ 
able to overcome 
such great odds? How were they 
able to carry out the mission that 
God had set before them? 
Be­ 
cause, I think, of four factors 
that seem to stand out in their 
testimony. The early Christians 
found that a fundamental neces­ 
sity of life was an authority by 
which 
to 
live. 
Jesus, 
Himself, 
said to them, “ Behold, I have 
given 
you 
authority,” 
and 
the 
authority they chose was none 
other than Jesus Christ, the Son 
of the Living God 
They knew He was the Messiah, 
the promised one of Israel. They 
knew He had been crucified, was 
dead, and was buried. And yet, 
He was very much alive within 
the hearts and lives of these early 
Christians. To Roman authority, 
this sounded ridiculous, and it was 
sought to wipe out every memory 
of Him. 


ROME WAS WRONG 


But 
Rome was 
wrong, 
very 
wrong. Back of these simple peo­ 
ple and their testimony were the 
strong conviction 
and authority 
that God bad spoken and life was 
under 
His 
will and 
command. 
These were not lista b le people 
under a temporary influence of 
powerful 
emotion. 
They 
were 
men filled with the power and 
the authority of the truth of God. 


A second factor in the victory 
of 
these early 
Christians 
w*as 
their discovery of a worthy pur­ 
pose They knew deep down with­ 
in their hearts what Christ had 
done for them. 
And they set out, In the Name 
of Christ, to do the sam e for 
others. Then' wore no longer just 
fishermen, or tradesmen, or tax 
collectors. They were men, en­ 
trusted with the good news of re 
demption and power. Their first 
purpose was to proclaim the gos­ 
pel of Jesus Christ that all men 
might come to the knowledge of 
His saving grace

possessed the authority of God 
with purpose, but they also were 
filled with divine power to carry 
mK the task before them.

Congo Hero At News Conference 


Death Of John Burns, Town's 
Citizen Hero Of 63 Battle 


Sunday marks th* 90th anni­ 
versary of the death of the one 
resident of Gettysburg who won 
national fame by taking up arms 
to defend his home town against 
the Confederacy' — John Burns 
Bums 
was 
approaching 
TO 
when the Battle of Gettysburg 
began. He shouldered a rifle and 
took part in the battle suffering 
leg and arm wounds as a result. 
When 
President 
Lincoln 
came 
here he honored 
the patriotic 
civilian b* taking him with him 
to patriotic services at the Pres­ 
byterian Church. Later, among 
many newspaper features honor­ 
ing him, Jack London wrote a 
poem in his honor. 
The Star and Sentinel of Febru­ 
ary 9. 1872, had this to say of the 
“ Death of John L. Burns": 


H IS D E A T H N O T IC E 
“We this week record the death 
of John L Burns, known abroad 
as 
the 
Hero of 
Gettysburg.’ 
which 
took 
place 
on 
Sunday 
morning last, in the TWH year of 
his age. Several years ago he had 
a stroke of paralysis at Harris­ 
burg, which for some time dis­ 
abled him and partially impaired 
his mental faculties 
From this 
attack he had measurably re­ 
covered. and for some time had 
been in excellent health 
“On Tuesday of last week. he 
was taken sick at the residence 
of Mr. Nathaniel Hagerman, in 
Mount 
Pleasant 
township, 
and 
died on Sunday morning of pneu­ 
monia. — His remains were in­ 
terred in Ever Green Cemetery 
on Monday afternoon, the ’Get­ 
tysburg Zouaves’ 
acting 
as a 
military escort. Rev, Mr. \ouog, 
of the Methodist Church, con­ 
ducted the nelvgious services. 
“ Mr Burns, we believe, was fl 
native of New Jersey; at least 
he came to this county from 
that state many years ago In his 
earlier days he wa* intemperate, 
but 
reformed, 
and 
for 
many 
years not only abstained from the 
use of all kinds of intoxicating 
drinks, but was noted for his 
hostility to the traffic in every 
form. 


T O O O L D FOR A R M Y 
“With many peculiarities and 
some weakness, he had essentially 
a strong mind, somewhat cultured 
by general reading in his earlier 
years. Patriotic in his impulses, 
he prided himself much in his 
connection with the War of 1812, 
and at the (Hitbreak of the Re 
hellion, notwithstanding his ad 
vanced age. sought admittance to 
the military service. He volun­ 
teered under the first three-month 
call. in the company organized 
by Col. C. H Buehler. but was 
not accepted by the mustenng- 
m officer on account of his age. 
“He next tried to get in the 
Pennsylvania Reserve Corps and 
went to West Chester with the 
company organized by Hon. Ed 
ward McPherson, but was again 


rejected. 
“Nothing daunted, he went to 
Washington and got into the wagon 
service for a time. 


L IO N IZ E D A F T E R W A R D S 
“He was at home in Gettysburg 
in 1883 and on the Isl of July 
as the First Corp* marched to 
the rear of the Theological Semi­ 
nary to the relief of Buford's cav­ 
alry. then engaged with Lee’s ad­ 
vance.
